MaDIUD, Deo. SI.— The explicit an 
aoanceinMil Is aude that Seoor Dnpay 
d» Lome, the Spanish minister at Wash- 
itfgton, has telegraphed to his frnvem- 
incnt here that he ha/l a ooiiffrcnco 
with Mr. Ohiey, the secretary of stat*', 
in the course of which the latter assured 
him that Spain might rest tranquil until 
luroh, at leaat. dnoe, despite the atti- 
tone of congress , President Cleveland 
wonld not recoKiiize the independence 
of Cuba. 

A n>presentative of the Assooiatcd 
Press KouK'lit lo secure ail expression froiii 
the war ottlce on the n-lations witlj the 
United States, as influenced by tlie ac- 
tion of the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee on the Cameron resolution. Gen- 
eral Mareelo de Azearraga, tlie minister 
of war, was Nutfiring fronj an indispo- 
aition and was not able to be inter- 
view" »1. I^iit a riunilxT of high oftieials 
of the war oflice consented to talk ou 
the subject. 

These officials stated to the represen- 
tative of the Associated Press that Cap- 
tain-* ieni^nil Weyler in Cuba has re- 
ceived instrucfidus to luirry ni> thecam- 
I)aign by tlie d"livery of a bold strok(^ 
against the insurgents in order to pre- 
vent the Cubans from rallying from the 
disaster of Maceo's death and in order 
to deprive the Americans of any pretext 
for a demand for Cuban independence. 

It wtts added that Spain was quite 
able to me*;t the sitnation and can 
promptly mobilize as many as 600,00() 
iresh troops in addition to those now 
engaged m Cuba and the Philippines. 
The officials of the •war department ex- 
plained that large orders have been 
placed abroad for arms and amm,nnition 
and Spain's rifle and nmnition factories 
tost incikiilg day and night to provide 
ionn any possihle external oompUoa- 
tfoH wai magr ariss la date or ths 
Philippines, 
"Tne war office." said one of the high 
in . that department, "^ifiU not 
I aof will it ninoh fr«n any con- 
inpon which depends the niUional 
. jor. The army can rdy ttpba aiMo- 
hits snpnort with patriotic enthusiasm 
•nd with the entix« jmoQives of the 
oonntrj. We can laoA hi]f a million 
husre soldieci in Onba within three 
mottths. We beUere the iitiaciipal in- 
haUtaats ci Onha wonld aaoondiaon- 
«U; support Spaia agaiast ihs Ameri- 
oads.^ 

War oIBce ofBcials also assert that 
Captain General Weyler's army will 
not be lUlowed to retnm to the Spanish 
peninsnia except aS victots. It is 
claimed that General Azearraga, min- 
ister of war, is considered the ablest 
though quietest organizer of modem 
times ana that ho is perfectly able to 
oanT oat the war office statement that 
if clrcamatances compel them to do so, 
thev are ready to meet coipMoattons 
with the United States. 

Senor Emilio Castelar, the distin- 
guished Hpanisli Republican, was asked 
to supply to the Ass(x iated Press an ex- 
nrossiou of his ojiiniou on the relations 
between Spain and tlie United States. 
In reply, Senor (^istelar gave the fol- 
lowing signed statement : 

"Inspired by higli jtatrioti-sni, joined 
with a great ai)i)re<iati<)n of the Amer- 
ican people, I beli"ve fliat the sense of 
justice and a material interests of the 
majority of the people of the United 
States will prevent a war witli Spain, 
throngli whose instrumentality ttie new 
world was discovered, by which Anie» 
leans have been most highlj' ben- 
efitted." 

In the course of an iuten'iew Senor 
Castelar said further that he wiis lu tiug 
as a bond or union betwei n the Liberals 
and Conservatives in order to secure the 
agreement of all parties in Spain to 
ward off or repel any outrage upon the 
national honor. He had s< cured a good 

Saderstanding, he said, between Senor 
anovas d^l Castillo, president of the 
cotm'cil, and Senor Sagosta, ex-premier 
of the Liberal government, thus 
strengthening the hands of the govern- 
ment to carry ont the necessary measures 
to satisfy tne reasonable demands of 
outsiders and affording content to the 
colonies, while alwayi defending the 
natioaal honor. 

Banor Castelar considers that if she 
were pnsh^ to d.espei«tiou, Spfiiu could 
inflict serioiu damage upon the United 
States in oase of war. "She can not re- 
fuse it while right and honor are on 
her side. Nor would Spain be alone.

31.— There are about 
14,000 sick soldiers in hospitals in and 
aboat mvaha. Th^ regular hospitals 
speeolly became overcrowded and ware 
house,-" and other large buildings are 
now used for the purpose. Four hun- 
dred and thirty-eight cases of yellow 
fever have been reported in this city in 
theUui«S#raiid«yB.

DRANK POISONED WHISKY.

SiSTER^viLLE, W. Va., Dec. 21.— W 
H. Price, a wealthy oil man; CliarlcK 
Seibert, a merchant of Sardis, () , and 
Thomas Clegg, a well driller, are dead 
as the result of drinking poisoned 
whisky in a spsak-ea^ over at Ben 
wood, in the new Monroa ooauty (O.) 
oil field. Three more men are so ill that 
there is no hope for them, two dlhert 
are raving maniacs, tied with ropes, and 
five others are so sick that the chances 
are agaiust them. 

It seems that one of tlie stiirekee]>»>rs 
at Benwoo<l got hold (if the ta< t tlint 
Wheeling drag firm was putting uj) 
preparation called "essence of cinna- 
mon" which contained a large percent- 
age of alcohol. The merchant laid in ii 
large supply of the stuff and informed 
the people about tliat lie had a good 
thing. It was only received Sjiturday 
and he sold a great deal of it during the 
afteruoon and evening. Several wlu 
partook of the "essence" 8(K)u be<"ain( 
ill. and three of them, after terrible 
sufferings, died. The BJUiptolu a Wtn 
the same in all cases. 

The first man token ill was W. H 
Price, ou. whose farm the Fisher Oil 
company drilled their first well. Befon 
a physician could arrive from the near- 
est point, Sardis, he w as dead. H(> died 
in awful agony. Mr. Price was one of 
the most prominent and wealthy citi 
tens, his royalties from wells on his 
farm aggregating |:$,(XK) a month. He 
leaves a widow and one child 

Charles Seibert, a butcher of Pardis, 
O. , was the next attacked and he was 
quickly followed to etcmity hy Thomas 
Clegg, an oil driller. 

Owtes who were attacked by the 
same symptoms, bnt are still alive, are 
Colonel Clegg, Henry Roth and a cook 
in a boardinghoose. His name can not 
be learned. 

About 15. other nenoos are snffering 
from the effects at the poison. A num- 
ber of pl^vidalis are on the gtoand and 
hope to sacceed in saving th«r Utss.

WASHlHCrrow, Dec. -.'l.— The senate 
will be in session only two days this 
week, and comparatively little w ill be 
accomplished in this time. Ordinaiily 
a quorum woold not ha present with tha 
holirlays so near, bat interest in the 
Cuban question will have the effect of 
attracting a goorl attendance, when the 
Cuban re.solution as agreed to by tlie 
committee on foreign relation.>i will be 
reported to the senate. The report will 
be written, and is quite volujniiiou.s. 

Whether its presentation will be used 
as a pn>text for discussing the Cuban 
quesnon at this time is a.s yet uncer- 
tain. It is contrary to the policy of the 
committee on foreign relations to have 
the matter discussed previous to the 
holidays, but it is pos.sible that some 
senators not members of the committee 
may want to express their opinions at 
this time. There is, however, no prob- 
ability of any effort to secure action on 
the resolutions now.

NO FOREIGNERS WANTED. 

Oom I'aul Propn«eii to l(av<* No RnItU or 
ICebellluus. 

Washinoton, Dec. 21. — Oom Paul is 
taking steps to prevent a wholesale irrup- 
tion of foreigners in his little coantry 
that might result in a repetititm of the 
Uitlander ri'bellion of last spring. To 
this end he has established a rigid sys- 
tem of j)assi>orts to go into effi'ct ,lan. 1 
next, and will retjuire all foreigners to 
swear to obey the laws of tho repubUc. 

The decree provides that foreignurs 
entering the republic must have proper 
passports from their own governments, 
duly revised by a consid of the r(«public. 
The passport must show that tli^ for- 
eigner has snflicient means of subsist- 
ence, or can obtain such by work. Fail- 
ing to have this passport, propiT lett<>rs 
of identillcatiou may be accepted. Ad- 
mission to the county will be granted 
by the Field Cornet at the place of en- 
try, who will issue traveling and resi- 
dent passports good for three months' 
stay. These may be renewed, and for- 
eigners desiring to settle ninst take an 
oath to obey tlie laws. The dt^ree dost 
not apply to foreigners already in tha 
repubuc. _

The tragic and mysterious deaths of 
Miss ('ollins, of Midway, Ky., and her 
companion S. P. Putman, of Massachu- 
betts, is one of those tragedies that 
brings aorrow and deep regret, not only 
Into the ftuntly, but to the general pub- 
lic. Miss Collins was intellectually a 
brilliant and advanced thinker and deep- 
ly vaned in the reading of skepticism 
and infidelitf. She was taught in the 
Sunday school and well verged in bibli- 
cal literature, but was led away by the 
false teaching of Tngersal and other free 
thinkers till she repudiated the lessons 
of her youth and gave herself up to the 
laacinating applause derivable from the 
platfdrm which greeted her every public 
appearance. She was the idol of her 
parents who indulged her every wish 
even to permitting her to cast aside the 
restraints of revealed religion. The dan 
gers to a woman who forsakes her religion 
are tenfold greatar than thoae of a man 
The physical infirmities of women im 
pose on them sufferings and weakness to 
which their brothers are strangers, and 
as Micliilet says, "they are sick from 
puberty to old age," and it is liardly pos- 
sible for women who an torn away or 
who tear themselves away from the 
teachings of childhood to find a new sys- 
tem or to adopt teachings anto>;oni8tic to 
those imbided at the mother's knee, 
without danger to her moral and mental 
well being. 

All men honor women who live pious, 
godly and religions lives, and they fear 
and avoid the free-thinker, the athei.'it 
and the non-religious female. The par 
ent who doea not cheek a tendency in hia 
child to atheism or even undue levity on 
the subject of religion is derelict in the 
mosteasentUl duties of parenthood. The 

• leath of this brilliant pirl i« one of the 
saddest episodes in recent liistory, but it 
carries a warning and a leeaon of the 
deepest significance. It warns all par 
ents to check, with whatever authority 
they can exert, any teadanoj in their 
children to adopt views not baaed upon 
the morality that has its foundation in 
religion. Morality withont religion has 
no stable foundation to rest upon. In 
fact, many philosophers contend that 
morality is religion —that thev are tin 
counterpart of each other. If those fond 
parents of Miaa Collins had not given 
away to admiration of her brilliancy 
and sternly rebuked her tenilency to 
infidelity and atheism^bey might have 
saved her from the great calamity that 
overwhelmed them all. God's command 
to Old Eli to " restrain his sons," holds as 
good to-day as it did in the old times, 
and |)uniahment will as surely follow its 
neglect of it to-day as it did in the patri- 
arch. While we are not a preacher, we 
claim by age and long service to be a 
teiidier and every consideration and 
long observation and experience teaches 
us, and leada na to teach others, to insist 
that their children adhere to the religion 
of their childhood. Keligion is as old as 
the history ot man, and nothing new has 
been revealed for 1!>00 years and those 
who pretend to liave discovered a new 
religion or a wiser interpretation than 
their fathers, are false prophets and false 
teachers. While we condemn the want 
of parental restrant put upon this un'or- 
tunate girl, it does not blind us to their 
great sorrow nor does it harden us to 
withhold sincerest sympathy in the great- 
est bereavement that can befall a father 
and mothar.
